Wambles’ sentence totals 35 years

The Criminal Jury Docket, Coffee 
County, Alabama, Elba Division was 
called on Friday, April 19, and only 
one case was scheduled for trial on 
Tuesday, April 23, at 9:00 a.m. 

Originally, the docket had 28 cas- 
es involving 18 individuals set to be 
heard; however, after the call of the 
docket only Mickey Gene Wambles’ 
case was set for trial. 

Before the trial began, Wambles 
plead guilty to reduced charges 
which were a result of a standoff 
with law enforcement in 1995, 

Originally, Wambles, 38, was 
charged with first-degree burglary 
and two counts of attempted murder, 

He had burglarized a mobile 
home at the Mustard Seed Christian 
Fellowship Foundation in the Victor- 
ia Community. Wambles had gone 
to the facility looking for his es- 
tranged wife and children who were 
staying in the organization’s shelter. 

Officers were called to the scene 


and Wambles held them at bay for 
more than 24 hours. While he was 
hold up in the trailer, he fired shots 
at two state troopers. 

In court, last week, Wambles 
plead guilty to the lesser charges of 
burglary in the second degree and 
two counts of attempted assault in 
the first degree. The district attor- 
ney’s Office, state troopers and 
Wambles’ estranged wife agreed to 
the agreement. 

Wambles was sentenced to 15 
years on the burglary charge and 10 
years on each attempted assault 
Oe for a total of 35 years. 

e was ordered to court 
costs, attorneys’ fees, ae $200 to 
the Alabama Crime Victims’ Com- 
pensation Fund (CVCC). 

Wambles also agreed to sub- 
Stance abuse and psychiatric coun- 
seling while in prison.

Come Behold 
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legitimacy: A Cultural Tragedy

No behavior both reflects and in- 
creases the continued level of wel- 
fare dependency and government 
spending on the poor more than il- 
legitimacy. A modem American 
tragedy where nearly one out of 
every three children is born to an 
unmarried woman, illegitimacy has 
become the slippery slope of child- 
hood poverty and misery. 

*A chiki born to a single mother 
is nearly six times more likely to 
live in poverty than a child born to 
two nis. 

‘Eighty percent of the increase 
in welfare in 1995 was caused by 
family breakdown. 

*Based on the most current data 
available from the National Center 
on Health Statistics, Alabama ranks 
37 in the country in the percent of 
births to unmarried women. 

*The majority of children living 
on welfare today have “never- 
married” moms. 

*Forty-six percent of families 
with children headed by single- 
mothers live below the poverty 
line, compared with eight percent 
of those with two parents. 

In addition to welfare de- 
pendency, illegitimacy places chil- 


dren at great risk for a whole host 
of social ills and dysfunctions. Ac- 
cording to the most recent studies, 
children raised in families with 
never-married moms are more like- 
ly than children raised in intact, 
two-parent families to drop out of 
school, use drugs, get pre t, 
commit crimes, end up in jail, and 
take their own lives. 

Illegitimacy is not only a major 
factor in the likelihood of welfare 
dependency and social dysfunction, 
it is often a determinant in the 
length of stay on welfare. The Ur- 
ban Institute in Washington, DC 
calculated that when past, present 
and future receipt of Aid to Fam- 
ilies with Dependent Children are 
combined, the estimated average 
length of stay on AFDC among 
families currently receiving ben- 
efits is an astounding 13 years, Add 
to those years the fact that even af- 
ter a welfare recipient leaves the 
AFDC roll, the recipient often re- 
mains cligible for other welfare as- 
sistance such as Medicaid, food 
stamps, child care, and housing as- 
sistance. 

The most troubling fact about il- 
legitimacy, however, is not that it 
often leads to poverty, but rather 
the degree to which our culture has 
accepted out-of-wedlock births as 
an inevitable part of modern life,

Raising children without dads 
has become an alternative family 
lifestyle legitimized by government 
= underwritten by taxpayer dol- 
ars. 

Illegitimacy and government 
welfare have become so entwined 
that government welfare programs 
have exacerbated the very problem 
they seek to address: childhood 
poverty. For far too many children, 
welfare’s cash benefits have re- 
duced their father to nothing more 
than a passing stranger. It has en- 
abled men and women to engage in 
irresponsible behavior and then ex- 
cused it by limiting the costs of im- 
bh and immoral choices. 

ile welfare arguably is not the 
direct cause of illegitimacy, it cer- 
tainly lessens the consequences. As 
a result, children suffer, 

To truly reduce the suffering of 
children, welfare reform must 
Strongly discourage — illegitimacy 
and encourage responsible behavior 
on the part of both women and 
men, One simple, but important 
Step in that direction is to establish 
a family cap on welfare benefits. 
Under our current system, welfare’ 
mothers are effectively shielded 
from confronting the difficult ques- 


tions that other parents face, in- 
cluding low-income working moth- 
ers, because government guarantees 
them a “raise” when they have ad- 
ditional children, A family cap 
would simply deny AFDC benefit 
increases to mothers who bear addi- 
tional illegitimate children while on 
welfare. By establishing a family 
cap, government sends a clear mo- 
ral signal about the appropriateness 
of bearing a child out-of-wedlock. 

Welfare reform should focus on 
that which is most near and dear to 
children; the expectation that they 
will be raised in a home where both 
a mother and father are present who 
will be with them as guardians, 
teachers, and providers for their en- 
tire childhood. Any and all ob- 
stacles or disincentives to family 
formation should be removed, In 
their place, government should be 
charged to find new ways to pro- 
mote abstinence education among 
the young and place greater re- 
liance on the role of fathers in so- 
ciety. When it comes to the welfare 
of children, paternity should never 
be in question, and our commit- 
ment to intact two-parent families 
should always be upheld.

Dear Editor: 

One of the most important pieces 
of legislation to be placed before the 
Alabama Legislature in recent years 
is waiting for action in the State 
Senate. If approved, a very small 
portion of the State’s sales tax re- 
ceipts will be dedicated to restoring 
Alabama’s state parks to first class 
condition over the next six years at 
an estimated cost of $55 million. 
Equally important, this legislation 
will provide a permanent source of 
revenue to maintain our state parks 
after they have been completely ren- 
ovated so that they will never again 
fall into the state of disrepair they 
are in today. The beauty of this pro- 
posal is that it generates this badly- 
needed revenue without raising any- 
one’s taxes! 

House Bill 896, sponsored by 
Rep. Steve McMillan of Bay Min- 
ette, proposes to cap the collection 
allowance, or discount, businesses 
receive in exchange for collecting, 
accounting for, and remitting each 
month to the Revenue Department 
the State’s sales taxes paid by their 
customers at a maximum amount of 
$900 per month. The Legislative 
Fiscal Office has indicated that less 
than one percent of the businesses 
that file monthly sales tax returns 
with the Revenue Department will 
be affected--233 large, mostly out- 
of-state, corporations. In fact, just 
ten of these companies retained 
more than $5 million last year alone 
out of the State’s sales tax receipts. 

This bill sailed through the 
House of Representatives by a vote 
of 85-6 for two basic reasons. First, 
the members of the House knew that 
something had to be done, and done 
now, to redress the years of under- 
funding and resultant deterioration 
in our state park facilities. Secondly, 
they recognized that Alabama’s 
sales tax discount is far too gener- 
ous when compared to those in our 
neighboring states. To _ illustrate, 
Florida caps its annual discount at 
$360, Mississippi and Tennessee 
cap their annual discount at $600, 
and South Carolina caps its annual 
discount at $3,000. The annual dis- 
count authorized under House Bill 
896 will still be a very generous 
$10,800, exceeded only by Geor- 
gia’s which remains uncapped. And 
remember, this amount protects the 
discounts retained by the thousands 
of small and medium-sized retailers 
who operate in Alabama. 

There is no heavier burden than a 
great opportunity, and both the bur- 
den and the opportunity now rest 
with the State Senate, Unfortunate- 
ly, the time remaining in the current 
legislative session--though  suffi-

PASTOR’S CORNER

The Cathedrals of Great Britain 


They rise from the ground as massive reminders of the exuberance of 
man in his efforts to please and Seer ta ae God. Their interiors are stony 
and cavernous. Each morsel of sound is transformed into a feast of rever- 
beration as it ping-pongs around the room. Their architecture is described 
by such nomenclature as flying buttresses, gothic arches, reredos, nave, 
transept, and cathedra. They tower over small villages and large metropolis- 
es. They bear formidable names like York Minster, Salisbury, Canterbury, 
St. Paul’s, and Westminster Abbey. They are the cathedrals of Great Brit- 
ain, 

Today they stand as a testament to a bygone cra that linked faith and 
crafismanship. Now the droves that step off tour buses to sneak snapshots 
and gawk at their splendor far outnumber those who come to find solace, to 
seek wisdom, to worship. I cannot be too cynical at this point, for my own 
feet have tread through these hallowed sanctuaries more times out of curios- 
ity than out of reverence. I have stood and looked at these wonders of stone 
and glass and wood and wondered myself about the expenditure of energy 
and resource on such an opulent house of worship. To what point? Are they 
monuments to God or man? I’m still not sure of the answer to my muse, but 
I must confess a particular experience that gave me new insight to the mys- 
tery of the great cathedrals. 

It was an early Sunday morning in London. My wife and I had made the 
journey of several blocks from our hotel to Westminster Abbey where we 
would rbd in morning worship services. The first service would be 
the Service of the Word, the “preaching” service for you and me. The ser- 
vice to follow would be the morning Eucharist or communion. We arrived 
carly and had a prime seat between the choir and the altar. We now were 
seated as worshippers in this huge historical structure that we had visited as 
tourists on the day before. 

The two services moved forward with great pomp and a mystical sense 
of awe that came partly from the Anglican liturgy and partly from the new- 
ness of the experience. After a couple of hours, we finally arrived at the mo- 
ment when the priest would break the bread and brim the cup in observance 
of the Passion of our Lord. Some nervousness came over me as I realized 
that to partake of communion I would have to go to the altar with ten or 
twelve others and kneel before the entire congregation. My concern was 
heightened as I watched the communion cup being shared by each partici- 
pant with what seemed little regard for hygiene. The mix of awe, anticipa- 
tion, and anxiety was almost numbing. 

Finally, my row was escorted to the front where we came face to face 
with the priest and his assistant. The bread was first. No big deal. 
Everybody took a piece and prayed and ate at will. But then came the cup. 
The priest processed down the line as each worshipper whispered a prayer 
and took a sip. I could feel the eyes of the congregation watching every dip 
and bend of the silver chalice. As the cup came my way my focus was 
turned from germs and self-consciousness to the absolute awe of the mo- 
ment. In an instant it all made sense. What I for days had viewed as overin- 
dulgence now served as a magnificent canopy under which I would sip 
from the cup that Christ had prepared for me. The price of my surroundings 
became dwarfed by the priceless gift of His love for one poor, struggling’ 
worshipper. The moment was not about me. The building was not about! 
man. It was all about God, all about His indulgent grace that gave far be- 
yond reasonable measure so that I could be called His child. 

How many times have you heard it? “Christ would have died for you 
alone if you had been the only person in need of grace.” Somehow that 
crisp London morning those words had more meaning than ever before. I 
hope your feet and mine will tread the halls of a few more cathedrals in our 
day. I know that we will have ample opportunity to break the bread and 
drink the cup in remembrance of our Lord. May God grant us a greater un- 
derstanding in doing both of His opulent, indulgent, amazing grace!

“I did expect to be drafted,” ad- 
mitted McKinnon, “but for some rea- 
son it seemed like linebackers were 
not a priority with the pro teams this 
year. Ben Hanks, from Florida, 
wasn't drafted, and there were sever- 
al other Division I linebackers that 
also weren't chosen in the draft. I 
guess the ideal pro linebacker is 6'4"

“Arizona had a real good draft,” 
stated McKinnon, “and didn't sign 
any linebackers.

‘ihe Coffee County Sheriff's De- 
partment is investigating the early 
morning gunpoint abduction and at-

New Brockton Town Council meeting smooth

The New Brockton Town Council 
meeting, with a fifteen item agenda, 
lasted just over an hour Monday eve- 
ning. 

After approving meeting minutes 
from previous meetings and bills to- 
talling $5,289.09, the council moved 
through the remaining business in an 
orderly fashion.

The council agreed to ask the 
town’s water board for the $5,000 
since the need for resurfacing is due 
to damage done by the water depart- 
ment in 1989.
